¢ Hard Copy (HC) —reproduction of the document on paper at the original size. 


The correct cost of each document cited in Research in Education, both in hard copy and microfiche, 
appears in all citations after May, 1971. For past issues of RIE, individual documents may be ordered at 
65 cents per title for fiche and $3.29 for each 100 page increment (101-200 pages, $6.58; 201-300 pages, 
$9.87; etc.) for orders of hard copy titles.
